againft this Marriage, and that the Pope had exceeded 
the Limits of his Power_in granting a Difpenfation. 

~’. How far did this Divorce affeét Charles V? 

al, He was Nephew to Catherine, fhe being Sifter 
to Joan of Arragon his Mother, fecond Daughter of 
ferdinand V. King of <Arragon, and of Jfabella, 
‘\veen cf Cafile; and fo highly refented the Affront 
Wwaich was put upon his Aunt, that he fought for 
every Occafion of Revenge. 

~. How did Henry relifh the Propofal made him 
by iy olfey ? 
_ 4. Being of a fickle Temper, he was very much 
tired of being fo long married to one Woman, and 
having befides fome Scruples of Confcience, with 
Regard to his Marriage with Catherine, he confented 


to the Cardinal's Propofal. 

Q, What happened afterwards ? 

A. Henry falling paflionately in Love with Anne 
Boleyn, commanded Cardinal Wol/ey to intercede 
with the Pope, to obtain a Divorce from Catherine 
of Arragon. 

2, Who was Pope at that Time ? 

A, Clement V\1. who was judg'd a fit Inftrument 
for indulging Henry in his Paffions, becaufe of the 
Refentment of that Pope, on Account of the ill 
Treatment he had met with from the Emperor, who 
had imprifoned him in the Caftle of St. Angelo, after 
caufing Rome to be taken and plundered by his Forces. 

2, Did the Pontiff grant Henry a Divorce? 

A. He at firft gave him fome Hopes of it, which 
only enflamed Henry the more ; but his Scruples to 
diflolve a Marriage of eighteen Years Continuance, 
concluded by Virtue of the Difpenfation of a former 
Pope, and blefs'd with three Children, whereof one 
was fill living ; or rather the Fear of angering {fo 
formidable a Prince as Char/es V. induced him to 
change his former Refolutions. 

2, What Courfe did Henry take? 

A. He firft employed Flattery, Intreaties, Me- 
naces, Money, and his Credit with Francis I. and 
afterwards removed the Cognizance of that Affair 
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into his own Dominions. We obtained likewife Car- 
dinal H’ols-y, bis chief Minilter and Favourite, and 
Cardinal Campaus, to be Commifiioners for judging 
of the fame. But after thefe feveral Steps had been 
taken, and his Caufe pleaded before theie two Pre- 
lates, (both of them his Subjects) without veing able 
to obtain what he fo earneltly defired, and had been 
promis’d, he grew tir’d with the tedious Proceedings 
of the Court of Rome. 

2. Did he (till cohabit with Queen Catherine ? 

A.™No; he fent her to Kimbolton, one of the 
PoyalePalaces in Huntingtonire, and privately mar- 
ried Anne Boleyn, whom the Year before he had 
created Marchione's of Pembroke, and who was 
crown’d June 1, 1533. 

2, Was his former Marriage diffolv'd ? 

A. Yes; Cranmer, whom he had rais’d to the See 
of Canteréury, annull’d it, by a Sentence pronounced 
the 23d of May, 153%, without waiting for that of 
the Court of Rome; its Proceedings being too flow 
for this Prince. 

2. Did Henry ftop here? 

4. No; feveral Statutes were made, by which it 
was enacted, that for the future no Perfon fhould ap- 
peal to the Court of Rome, in any Cafe whatfoever ; 
but that all Ecclefiaflical Caufes fiould be judged by 
the Prelates within the Realm: ‘That neither Firit- 
fruits, Annates, or St. Peter’s Pence fhould be any 
Jonger paid; nor Palls, nor Bulls for Bifhopricks, nor 
Difpentations of any kind, procured from the See of 
Rome; and that all Perfons who dared to infringe 
rheie Statutes, fhould incur the Penalties contained in 
the Laws of Provifion and Premunire. 

2. How did Pope Clement VII. behave on this 

~Occafion ? 

4. He threaten’d Henry with Excommunication, 
in cafe that King refufed to acknowledge his Fault, 
by bringing back all Things to the Foot on which 
they had ftood before his Attempt, as well as to take 
back Catherine. However, Francis I. interpos'd his 
Authority, and in the Interview that Monarch had 
with the Pope at Mar/ei//es, he prevail’d with him to 
fufpend the Excommunication, till fuch Time as he 
dhould have employ’d his Endeavours, in order to 
prevail apon Henry to pay Obedience to the Papal 
See. 

2. Did this Endeavour meet with Suecefs ? 

Md. Francis l, fent John du Belley, Bithop of Paris, 
to King Henry, to entreat him not to perfift in his 
Reloluuon. ‘This Prelate conducted himfelf with fo 
much Prudence and Moderation, that Henry gave 
him fome Hopes, that he would make his Submif- 
fion; and promifed not to feparate himfelf from the 
Church of Rome, provided the Pope would delay the 
{ xcommunication, 

2, Did this prevail with the Roman Pontiff to fuf- 
pend it? 

A. ‘Jobn de Bellay went pott to Rome, in order to 
carry this News, whither being arriv’d, he defir’d fur-

duce him to change his Reiolutions, which was a 
Matter of no {mall Difficulty. As the Partifans of 
Charles V. were not able to prevail with Clemens to 
refufe fo juit a Requeft, they cavted it to be limtred 
to the fhorteft Time pofhible ; and were fo urgent tg 
have it executed, that ypon its being elaps'd, ard no 
News coming from England, Excommunication was 
pronotnced, Anno 1535, and fix’d up in all the 
ufual Places. 

2. What was the Coafequence of it? 

A. \t proved very fatal to the See of Rome; for 
the Pope, who now blam’d his too hally Proceed- 
ings, found there was no Pofhbikty of appeafing King 
Henry, that Monarch throwing off all Reftraint, and 
feparating from the See of Rome. The Parliament 
declar’'d the King fupreme Head of the Church of 
England; granted him the Firit-fruits, and ‘lenths 
of the Revenues of all Benefices, together with the 
Power of nominating 10 Bifhopricks. It alfo pailed 
another Act, to deprive all Perfons charged with 
Treafon, of the Privilege of Sanctuary. ‘Thus the 
Power of the Pope ended in Exg/and. 

Y, What was Henry's next Step? 

A. He perfecuted fuch as oppofed his Defigns, and 
caufed the learned Sir Thomas Moore, Lord High- 
Chancellor, and John Fifser, Bifhop of Rochefler, 
who had been his ‘Tutor, to be beheaded; he like- 
wife ordered the Bones of Thomas Becket, Archbifhop 
of Canterbury, to be publickly burnt. 

2. Did not the Englih oppote thefe Proceed- 
ings? 

A. 'The Laity had the utmoft Averfion and Con. 
tempt for the Clergy; not to mention the Offence 
occafioned by the Licentioufnefs of the Monks. _ 

Q. Did the Clergy exert themfelves upon this 
Occafion? 

A. The cloifter’d Part of them preach’d with 
great Vehemence againft thefe Innovations, tho” jult, 
and the Secular Priefts induced the Peafants in the 
North of England, to rife, Anno 1536; however the 
Mutineers accepted of a general Pardon, and laid 
down their Arms; but taking them up again, they 
were defeated, and moft of their Leaders Scing exe- 
cuted, they were obliged to fubmit. 

2, Did Henry embrace the new Opinions ? | 

4. No; he adher’d conftantly to the Principles of 
the Church of Rose; and even caufed feveral Pro- 
teftants to be burnt. 

2. Was he engaged in any Wars? 

4. He enter’d, duno 1511, into the Confederacy 
which Pope Fudius II. form’d againit Lewis XII. in 
which the Venetians had engaged with the King of 
Spain, who deceived King Henry, by employing the 
Englifo> Troops in the Conqueft of . Navarre. 
Henry neverthelefs made another League with Leo 
X. the Emperor Maximilian, and Fe rdinana King of 
Arragon; but he was impofed upon a fecond Time, 
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Continuation of the Life of QtiveER GRomM- 
wELL, Lord Protector of England. 


the Lofs of a Man; which Acquifition flattered Crom- 
qwe/i’s Ambition very highly, knowing he had thereby 
‘on immortal Glory. 

ae now, as the laft Refort of the royal Line, 
we are toldthat King Charles II. offered the Lord 
Proteétor, privately, a Chart blank, for him to fettle 
his own Terms for himfelf, Family, and Friends, 
would he only permit him to be reftored to his Fa- 
ther's Throne. But when his Wife, who was gained 
over to the Project, urged it, as the beft Means to 
indemnify and fecure her Family, he could not for- 
bear calling ber a Fool; and added, if Charles Stuart 
can forgive all that I have done againft him and his 
Family, he does not deferve to wear the Crown of 
En land. 

When this Application proved unfuccefsful, the 
Spaniards meditated an Invafion from Flanders, in 
favour of King Charles II. who was then at Bruges ; 
and it was concerted, that the King’s Friends fhould 
make a general Infurrection at the fame Time; and 
in order to fpirit up the People, a bold Pamphlet, in- 
tiled, Killing no Murder, was dedicated to the Pro- 
tector; and fome of the Copies, printed in red Cha- 
racters, were difperfed thro’ the Nation. But Creme 
avell’s good and early Intelligence, by corrupting the 
very Head of the King’s Party, enabled him to de- 
ftroy all thofe Projects in Embrio. 

But he had more to fear from the Divifions, which 
foon followed in the Houfe of Commons, and the 
Plot of the Fifth.Monarchy-Men. His Highnefs, 
as impowered by the late Initrument of Government 
fettled inthe laft Seffions, fummoned the other Houfe 
(of Lords) to the Number of about fixty Noblemen, 
Knights and Gentlemen by Writs, in the fame 
Manner, as had been ufual im calling the Peers to 
Parliament; and the Parliament thus improved, met 
afecond ‘lime, on the zoth Day of Yanuary, and 
were opened by the Protector, in the Stile and the 
Solemnitv as, had ever been ufed towards our antient 
Monarchs, But they did not proceed with that Una- 
nimity, as had gained the Protector’s Affe&tions to- 
wards them in their firft Meeting: And the Difagree- 
ment between the two Houfes, and by the Commons 
calling the Authority of the other Houfe in Queftion, 
Odliged their arbitrary Ruler todiffolve them on the 
Fourth of February, without any Manner of Cere- 
mony, 

This Difagreement in the Parliament infpired the 
Seditious with great Hopes of Succefs. ‘The Fifth- 

lonarchy Men, headed by Venner, Gowler, Ge. 
conipired to overthrow the Protectorfhip; but 
they were {eized by the Diligence of Secretary Thur- 
se, the Night beforethat wherein they had appointed 
tre Rendezvous, as they were confulting about the 
Manner of putting their Scheme in Execution. This 
Was followed by another Combination of Levellers, 
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amongft whom was one Cornet Day, who faid, and 
upon Examination offered to prove, That Cromavei! 
was a Rogue and a Traytor. ‘Thefe alfo were dif- 
covered, before ripe for Action, and were fined and 
imprifoned only. But it did not fare fo mercifully 
with the Royalifts, who had been apprehended for 
their late Attempt ; againit whom the Protector, upon 
the flighteft Information, proceeded with the utmott 
Severity in the High-Court of Juftice ereéted fo: 
that Purpofe, in the Beginning of the Year 1658; by 
which Sir Henry Slingsby and Dr. Heavet were con- 
demned, and beheaded on Jouer-Hi//, onthe Eighth 
of Yune following. 

The next Act of Sovereignty we find exercifed by 
Cromwell, was, Creating Heward and Whitlicke 
Vifcounts; and Prideanx, the Attorney-General, 
and his Sollicitor-General, Baronets. 

In the mean Time, his Army, in Flanders, ga- 
thered many Laurels, and added to the Britis Do- 
minions the Town of Dunsiré, which the French, 
purfuant to Treaty, were obliged to deliver up to the 
Englifo, on the 25th of ‘Zune, the Day on which it 
was furrendered by the Spaniards. On which Oc- 
cafion, Dr. Wellavoed relates this remarkable Ac- 
count of the French Perfidy, and the Proteétor's 
Power and Policy : When the French Army, fays the 
Door, joined with the Eng/i/> Auxilliaries, was on 
its March to inveft the Town, Cromave// fent one 
Morning for the French Ambaflador to Whiteha//, and 
upbraided him publickly for his Mafter’s defigned 
Breach of Promife, in giving fecret Orders to the 
French General to keep Pofleflion of Dunkiré, in 
cafe it was taken, contrary to the Treaty between 
them. ‘The Ambaflador protefted he knew nothing 
of the Matter, as indeed he did not, and begged 
Leave to affure him, that there was no fuch Thin 
thought of. Upon which Cromwe// pulling a Paper 
out of his Pocket, Here, fays he, is a Copy of the 
Cardinal’s Order: And I defire you to difpatch im- 
mediately an Exprefs, to let him know, that I am 
not to be impofed upon; and that if he deliver not 
up the Keys of the Town of Dunkirk to Lockhart, 
within an Hour after it thall be taken, I will come in 
Perfon and demand them at the Gates of Paris. The 
Meflage had its Effect, for Dunkirk was put into the 
Hands of the Exg/:/S. And other Means were made 
ufe of to palliate this Matter, by fending the Duke 
of Crequy, as Ambaflador Extraordinary, who pre- 
fented the Keys of Dunkirk to Cromweil in Perfon, 
with this Compliment, That his Matter took Pleafure 
in parting with them to the greateft General upon 
Earth. 

But he did not live long to improve this Succefs : 
And as his Strength, fo his Spisits failed him; he 
grew much more apprehenfive of Danger than ufual, 
{fo that he became veiy {fulpicious, and more difficult 
of Accefs, and was more rarely féen abroad than fer- 
merly. At firit his Dittemper appeared in the Shape 
of atertian Ague, which, about the End of “seus, 
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confined him to his Bed, at Hanrpton-Court , bur the Firs 
growing itronger, and his Spirirs weaker, it was rhoughe 
proper to remove him to Wéiteball, where he died on the 
‘Third ot September , 1658, inthe Goth Year ot his Age, 
having named his Son Rubard iis Succetfor, to the great 
Regret ot Fleetewocd, his Son-in law, who hac conceived 
great Expectations ot thar Hononr. , . 

His Death pur an End toa Treaty hs Highnefs was ate 
tempting wich Spain, in order to prevent the Weighr to 
prow tov heavy inthe Balance of France. For Sir William 
Temple imiorms us, That as toon as Cromwell dilcoveied 
the giowing Power ot France to threaren the Balange of 
Europe, hed fpatched a Gendicman privately to Maarid, 
to propole rhere a Change of his Treaty with France, 
pti; by ich he would draw his Forces 
over into their Sery ce, and make them 10,000, to be cone 
tinually recruited, upon Condition their firit Action fhould 
be to befieze Calais, and when raken, to put it into his 
Hands. The Perfon fent upon this Errand was pafled 
tie Pyrenes, Wwaucn he wes overtaken by the News of 
Cromwell's Death. 

His Funeral was performed with great Pomp oa the 
3d or November. But the real Piace of his Burialis un- 
certain; though it is molt probab.ec, that his Body was 
buried in Nafely Field. For I tind in a Collection or MSS. 
&c. lately pubiithed, the following remarkable Account, 
That te Regicide Bark Plead being Lieutenant of the 
Tower of London, and a great Conhdenr of the Ufurper, 
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did, among other fuch Confidenrs, in the Time, ot the , 


Ulurper’s Sicknefs, detire to know where he would be 


buried? To which he anfwered, Where he had obrained 


the greare(t Victory and Glory, and as nigh the Spor as 
could be gueis’d, where the Heat of the A@tion. was, in 
the Field of Nafeby ; which accordingly was performed 
thus; At Miduight, foon atrer his Death, being nrit em- 
balmed, and wrepped in a leaden; Cotln, he was, in a 
Hearfe, conveyed to the fad Field, the Sona of the faid 
Bark flead attending clote to the Hearle ; and being come 
to thie Field, there found abourthe Midit of it, a Grave 
dug abour nine Feer deep, wich the green Sod carciully 
laid on one Side, andthe Mould on the other; invo which 
the Coiha being foon par, the Grave .was initantly tiled 
up, and the green Sod laid exactly upon it; Care being 
taken that the furplus Mou!d was cicai taken away. And 
foon after Care was taken that the: faid Field was entirely 
ploughed up, and fown three or tour Years fuceeffively 
with Wheat. Thus O/fver and his Friends apprchending 
the Reitoration of the Stuart family, and that all UNagie 
nable Difgrage on that, Turn would be pur bpon his Body 
as wellas Memory, he contrived his 6bWn Burial, as aver 
red by Barkferd, having all the Honours of a Pompous 
Funeral paid to an empty Cofhn, into which afterwards 
was removed the Corpie of rhe Martyr; that if any Sen. 


revce fhould be pronounced as upon his Body, it might 
etfectually tall upon that or the King, 


g. Accordingly it 
ng ordered by the Houfe of Commons foon aiter the 
Rettoration, That Offver’s Body fhould be taken from the 
‘Tom, where it was fuppoled to hie in Weftorinfler- Abbey, 
and trom thence to be conveyed with the Bodics ot fome 
of his Afloc.ates in the Murder of the King, to Jyburn, 
znd there to be publickly hung on the Gallows; the Sere 
jeanr of the Houie {aw their Commands executed: But 
iome, with ercater Curiofity, viewing the Speélacle on

persd abour, and the Numvbers that came to this dif{mal 
Sight hourly increauing, Notice was immediarely given of 
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the Sufpicion to the atrending Officer, who di‘patched’4 
Mcflenger to Court, to acquaint them with the Rumour, 
and the ill Contequences the Spreading, or examining 
into it farther, might have: On which, fays my Author, 
the Bodies were immediately ordered down, to be buried 
again, toprevent any Inicction. Certain it is, they were 
not burn, as in Prudence, for that pretendcd Reafon, 
might have been expected ; as well as, in Juitce to have 
fhewn the utmoft Dereilation of their Crimes, and the 
moft lafting Mark of Infamy they could inflict on them, 

It we now review the Life of this extraordinary Hero, 
whofe Life and Actions can ‘carce be parallel’d in Hiftory, 
inmay be juftly oblerved, thac the former Part of his 
Lite had nothing to recommend him ro the publick 
Ette¢m ; and that he may, in a ftrict Senfe, be calicd a 
Child of Fortune ; who, having ufhered him inro the 
World of Aétion, by the violent Zeal of a Party, fupplied 
him with Capacity and Faculties, according to the Station 
and Authoriry fhe from Time to Time raifed him up ro, 
So that when he came to act the great Man, he did ie 
without any Indecency, notwithitanding the Want of 
Cuitom. 

He was very diverting and familiar in his Converfation 
amongit his Friends; but very re‘erved and grave in Pub. 
lick, Again, he affected great Simplicity and Plainnefs of 
Apparel in his private Capacity; but no Prince excelled 
him inthe Magnificence of his Drefs, and in his Guards 
upon publick Occations. 

He was very temperate, fparing in his Diet, and would 
never drink to Excefs, after his Retormation. He was 
moderate in his Pleafines, and, atter his yourhtul Flights, 
tree from all vilible Immoralities ; a great Enemy to Vice, 
and Promoter ot Virtue. 

His Speeches were for the moft Part ambiguous, efpe- 
cially in publick Matters ; and he left others to pick out 
his Meaning, rather than tcl] it himfelr: Tho’ at other 
Times he futhc.ently fhewed, he could command hi 
Stile, according as there was Occafion ; and would deliver 
himfelf with fuch a “Force and Strength of Expreffion, 
that it was commonly faid, That every Word he {pole 
was a Thing, 

He. bad a wonderful Knowledge of Men, and loved and 
promoted Men of Wit and Abilities in their teveral Cale 
lings ; and it he had Information of one fit ror bis Pure 
poic, he, without regard tohis Obfeuriry, would fend tor 
him, and employ him, fuiting the Employment ro the 
Perfon, and not the Perfon to the Employment; upon 
which Maxim, ina great Meafure, depended his great 
Succels.in the Government of thefe Nations. 

He had an abfolure Command over all his Paffions and 
Affeétions ; fo chat he could fuit his Carriage to all Cuni- 
panies and Ocealions. His Policy was the moft refined 5 
his Spirit was great; his Circumfpection and Sagacity 
were wondertul, and his Refolution mo{t magnammous. 
His Courage and Conduét in the Field were undoubtedly 
admirable ; he had a Greatnets of Soul, which the greateit 
Dangers and Difficulties rather animated than difcourag ed : 
And his Dicipline and Government of the Army was, 1 
a'l Retpetis, {uch, as might become the moit renowned 
and accomplifhed General, He mutt, favs the Lord C/a- 
rendon, have had a wonderful Underftanding in the Na- 
tues aod Humours ot Men, and as great a Dextcrity in 
applying them, who, from a private and obfcure Birth, 
(:ho’ of a good Family) without Inrerelt or Eftate, Al- 
jiance or Fiiendthip, could raife himfelt to fuch a Height, 
and compound and knead fuch oppolite and contradictory 
Tempers, Humours, and Interetts, into a Confiitence that 
contributed to his Defigns, and to their own Deitr ction ; 
whilit himfeif grew intenibly powerful enoug’ to cut © 
thofe by whem he had climbed, in the Inftant that they
